Thurfday jaft the Synod of New-York 
hiladelphia broke up, after finifhing 
their bufinefs. During their feflion, they 
refolved themfelves Into four Synods, and 
one GenesiheAfiembly or Council. The 
Synods ape-to meet annually in New-York, 
Philadelphia, Virginia, and in one of the 
Carolinas, from which places the Synods 
are to derive their names. The General 
Affembly is to meetin Philadelphia. In 
the paitoral letter agreed to by the Reverend 
Synod, we hear they have ftrongly recom- 
raended the difufe of {pirituous liquors—the 
abolition of negro flavery, with the inftruc- 
tion of the negroes in literature and religion, 
and the decifion of all difputes among the 


members of their communion by means of 


arbitration, after the manner of the primi- 
tive Chriftians, and of the people called 
Yaakers. Should this practice become gen- 
eral among all felis of Chriflians, how much 
time would be faved, that is {pent in idle- 
neffes, by plaintiffs, de‘endants, jurors and 
witnefles at courts—how much drinking and 
gaming would be prevented, which are prac- 
tifed during the feflion of courts, how much 
exoence, ili-blood, malice, and even hera- 
ditary hatreds, would likewife be prevented 
by it,--all of which are the ulual confequnces 
of law-fuits.——-— Who knows but what the 
effeéts of this Chriftian mode of arbitrating 
difputes may fpread from chriftians to pub- 
lic bodies, and that it may prove the means 
of teaching ftates and kings the folly and 
madnefs of fettling their difputes by an ap- 
peal to arms. Greater revolutions in the 
opinion and conduct of men have often arifen 
from much fmaller caufes. 

We hear that the farmers of Biberry Low- 
er Dublin townfhips, in Philadelphia coun- 
ty, have figned an aflociation to. give no
